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THE MEDICAL-SOCIAL CONSULTANT AND THE PUBLIC HEALTH 
NURSE LOCAL HEALTH

The medical social worker consultant pub- 
health setting comparatively new concept 
the field social work. California may well con- 
sidered one the pioneers. More than years ago, 
Miss Zdenka Buben became California’s first medical- 
social consultant the Los Angeles Health 
Department, thus initiating trend that has con- 
tinued the present time. any new program, 
progress slow, but once demonstrated and 
accepted, progress more rapid. Various state health 
departments and the United States Public Health 
Service played important part developing the 
role social workers public health. The San Diego 
Department Public Health began its medical-social 
consultant program through the efforts the Cali- 
fornia State Department Public Health and the 
United States Public Health Service during the mass 
X-ray survey 1949. 


Socio-Medical Approach 


For the past three years, since the addition 
medical social consultant the Tuberculosis Control 
Service the San Diego Department Public 
Health, the cooperative socio-medical approach 
promoting physical, emotional and social health 
Diego families has been employed. Prior the 
availability medical social consultation, public 
health nurses, challenged with problems emotional 
adjustment tuberculous families and with the need 
assist them with their social problems, spent much 
time and energy relatively ineffective referrals 
community resources. Patients were sometimes lost 
the shuffle developed resistance any help from 
health and welfare agencies. 


Development Staff Relationships 


public health setting the medical social worker 
can probably offer the most effective service when 
used consultant. true that almost every- 
one engaged social work some degree when 
helping others. However, the social worker through 
his training the social sciences, much which 
the understanding human behavior, 
brings somewhat different professional point view 
the helping process. For this reason equipped 
give consultation the field human relations.

This does not mean that direct services the 
patient are not essential. fact, the social worker 
the San Diego Department Public Health dur- 
ing the early phase the job, used the method 
direct services and consultation one way develop- 
ing working relationship with the other disciplines. 
One the earliest policies formulated this pro- 
gram was that all newly diagnosed cases tubercu- 
losis would routinely referred the social worker. 
This was done that the newly diagnosed patient 
might have the opportunity discuss with someone, 
addition the physician, his plans for hospitaliza- 
tion and separation from the family. Following the 
interview, the social worker was responsible for writ- 
ing referral the county hospital, copy which 
went the public health nurse, giving resume 
both the medical and social data. This referral was 
way sharing social information with the public 
health nurse. 

The social worker began use the hospital refer- 
rals stimulate discussion patient problems with 
the nurse, order find out what the nurse did— 
other words, what were her responsibilities the 


patient and family, and what were the skills and 


techniques she employed out her job. 
From these joint conferences the social worker 
and the public health nurse began have better 
understanding how they could coordinate their 
services and realize better working relationship. 


Development Consultative Services 


The process consultation began many ways. 
first nurses referred only those situations where 
there were needs for financial assistance. Gradually 
they brought more cases the social worker which 
involved difficult nurse-patient relationships, sit- 
uations involving emotional and social disturbances. 
Out this interest arose request for the social 
worker take more active part the in-service 
program for public health nurses. One dis- 
trict public health nursing supervisor, after consult- 
ing with her nursing chief, requested the social 
worker’s help developing the interviewing skills 
her staff. The social worker then met with the super- 
visor and her staff nurses. Case studies with 
which nurses were presently working were used 
illustrate the points which the medical social worker 
wished emphasize, thereby making the information 
more practical and easily understood. Although 
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theory and techniques were involved, they were not 
brought out per se, but rather interwoven with illus- 
trations brought the nurses. the end the 
sessions the method socio-drama was employed 
with nurses doing the role playing. this way all 
were able experience the interplay which takes 
place interviewing, from the part the inter- 
viewer and interviewee. 

Soon after, public health nursing re- 
quested the same help for their staffs and gradually 
the social worker was able meet with all them. 
The nurses were enthusiastic about this program. 
They seemed feel that they had developed better 
relationships with their patients. illustrate: One 
nurse told about calling tuberculous patient 
numerous times help him accept hospitalization. 
Repeatedly refused follow through the medi- 
cal plan. the group discussion the social worker 
began ask about the patient’s personality and 
social situation. During the discussion the nurse her- 
self aware that she had brought pressure 
the patient accept hospitalization because the in- 
fectious nature the disease without considering the 
patient’s feelings regard separation from his 
wife and children. result she decided that the 
patient should encouraged express his feelings 
and participate his own planning for his family 
and his hospitalization. subsequent interviews, the 
patient was able make satisfactory plans for his 
family, and accept hospitalization. These group 
discussions interviewing are still being carried on, 
and have become part the regular orientation 
newly employed nurses. 


Improvement Case Conference Procedures 

For some time, tuberculosis case conferences with 
the clinic physicians and other public health person- 
nel had been held. was felt that this was not 
efficient use physician time, since many nonmedical 
problems had discussed detail; therefore, the 
medical social worker and the Chief Public Health 
Nursing worked jointly toward improving case con- 
ference procedures. was agreed that the social 
worker should cases for those with particular 
social problems prior the conference and discuss 
them with the public health nurse and her supervisor. 
The purposes were: give more individual atten- 
tion the social problems which the nurse might 
help prepare the nurse take more 
active part the larger conference which included 
the entire staff; save the time the physician. 
This proved effective way giving consul- 
tation because gave the nurses much insight into 
social and emotional problems tuberculosis patients. 


Planning for Group Work With Patients and Their Families 


For some time the medical social worker and the 
public health nurses have been concerned the lack 
understanding that many patients and their fam. 
ilies have about tuberculosis. not unusual for 
patients state that they not see why they 
the hospital, why their families must 
separated from them. Such comments are made 
after patients received repeated instruction about the 
the disease. From this need for 
greater understanding the part the patients 
grew the present planning for group method for 
orienting newly diagnosed tuberculous patients and 
their families. The chief public health nursing 
and the social worker brought this need the atten. 
tion the public health educator, the physi- 
cians and other community people who might in- 
volved obtain their participation the planning 
and through such program. Its purpose 
would enable groups patients and their fam- 
ilies meet informally with the team professional 
people the clinic talk about their common prob- 
lems. This might involve their care home while 
waiting for hospital bed, life tuberculosis hos- 
pital, socio-economic problems. Plans for this pro- 
gram are progressing, and anticipated that group 
conferences will begin the near future. 


Extension Services 


Although first the help given the nurses was 
primarily concerned with tuberculosis problems 
was extended include other spheres public health 
nursing. example this would discussion 
problems related children school. the medical 
social consultant worked with staff nurses the 
vising nurses were stimulated request group ses 
sions with the social worker help them utilize some 
the social work skills working with their staffs. 
all public health nursing programs the 
ment Public Health, problems human relations 
and acute social situations crop which the 
worker may help. such times the social 
worker, public health nurse and her supervisor 
gether decide the management the case. 
those instances where the medical social consultant 
carries the responsibility his findings are shared with 
the public health nurse. 


Psychiatric Consultation Utilized 


Recently the Bureau Public Health Nursing was 
offered consultation from the State Men- 
tal Hygiene The health nurses wished 
avail themselves this opportunity and requested 
the social worker help them select cases for 
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Discussion with the medical social 
worker included preparation the patient for the 
psychiatric evaluation and assistance preparing the 
medical social summary. Help was also given the 
nurse following through with the suggestions 
the clinic. course, some cases needed 
more specialized help than could given public 
health nurses, and these instances the patients 
were referred the appropriate agency.

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Attorney Opinion Clarifies Posi- 
tion E.B.M.U.D. Fluoridation 


recent opinion the State Attorney General 
the position municipal utility districts 
relation the fluoridation public water supplies. 

the benefits fluorides the prevention 
tooth decay become better known, more California 
communities whose water supplies aré fluoride-de- 
ficient are requesting their governing bodies fluori- 
date their public water supplies. When the public 
water supply municipally owned and operated, 
the governing body can pass ordinance authorizing 
the fluoridation the water supply and instruct the 
responsible water department officials take the 
steps necessary obtain permit for fluoridation 
from the State Board Public Health. But when 
the water furnished community privately 
owned water company municipal utility dis- 
trict, the request the community’s governing body 
for fluoridation has made the company 
utility district supplying the water. 

Even though the governing bodies several Cali- 
fornia communities have formally requested it, 
privately owned water company utility district 
the State has yet fluoridated the water they 
supply any community. The main reasons given 
for refusal the utility districts and private water 
have been that there has been clear 
definition their legal authorization add fluoride 
the water, nor their possible legal liability. 

clarify these issues, Francis Dunn, Jr., Assem- 
blyman from the 13th District, requested the Attor- 
ney General’s opinion five pertinent questions 
the East Bay Municipal Utility District. 

Opinion No. 53/237, dated February 26, 1954, 
the the Attorney General are sum- 
marized follows: 


Question from Assemblyman Dunn— 

Does the Municipal Utility District Act authorize 
the directors the East Bay Utilities 
District add fluoride compound the water 
which serves the public? 


Conclusion the Attorney General— 

The East Bay Municipal Utility District may under 
the Municipal Utility District Act add fluoride com- 
pound the water which supplies the public, 
subject, however, approval the State Board 
Health.

Rabies Control Stressed 
AMA Editorial 


The current interest local rabies control laws 
pointed editorial the March 6th Journal 
the American Medical Association. 


Stressing the importance eliminating rabies 
the United States, the publication mentioned mini- 
mum requirements for sound local rabies control: 
mass immunization dogs, elimination strays, re- 
duction excess numbers wildlife carriers the 
disease, restraint dogs during control campaign, 
and good organization under local health department 
sponsorship. 

The association cites the recent outbreak the 
disease Chicago, ‘‘which emphasized the impor- 
tance mustering all knowledge the disease and 
its for realistic attack the 


The editorial points out that ‘‘unfortunately, rabies 
more common than generally believed. Further- 
more, found many animals other than dogs, 
ineluding skunks, cats, horses, squirrels, sheep 
and other warm-blooded creatures. 


infection depends entirely the entrance 
virus-laden saliva into wound, generally inflicted 
the bite the rabid animal. Indirect exposure 
contaminated objects real significance be- 
the virus easily destroyed the atmosphere, 
and loses virulence rapidly when exposed light, 
heat and drying.’’ 

The editorial advised that bite wounds should 
cleansed with soap detergent solutions and that 
strong mineral acids, such acid, may re- 
sorted the case deep puncture type bite 
wound that cannot cleaned efficiently with soap 
detergent. 

Further treatment should based the nature 
the exposure and the clinical condition the bit- 
ing animal. Whenever possible, paramount 
importance capture and impound the biting animal 
for clinical observation, the editorial stated. 

inoculations are not without danger, 
and attention has been repeatedly called the hazard 
postrabies vaccinal paralysis children who are 
subjected the heavy doses antirabies vaccine 
required when face bite occurs,’’ the editorial pointed 
out. 

new development the specific biological treat- 
ment exposed persons the use hyperimmune 
antirabies serum. This serum, however, not yet 
available commercially. The editorial also commented 
the new type animal vaccine which gives su- 
perior immunity dogs that lasts for three years.
